Prepare for the Storm 


Some one described a storm at sea 
as witnessed in a dream or by a vision. 
There was the great blue sea with 
its great expanse stetching as far as 
eye could see. Upon its crest and ly- 
ing placidly upon its bosom were a 
number of large ships, beautifully 
decorated and haying all their sails 
set. The thing that so-attracted the 
seer was that every ship had a great 
banner gently waving in the breeze, 
and upon the banner were words in 
beautifully painted letters that 
could be read distinctly at a distance. 
These words were the names of the 
common churehes of our day. I do 
not repeat this with the least degree 
of disrespect to any of these church- 
es, for they have all had their day 
in doing great things in good ways. 


Among the number was one that 
seemed ‘to attract the seer more than 
the others. because of its freshness 
and beautiful luster and hue. The 
sails seemed to be of extra whiteness. 
Its maneuverings were strange as it 
slowly. approached the other ships 
which were arranged in a group near 


one another. While watching the: 


scene, suddenly a cloud -covered the 
sun and cast its. shadows over the 
bosom ofthe great ocean as if night 
were.approaching. In a few moments 
the sky. was black with clouds and 


the lightning flashed and the thunder. 


pealed.. The: great surface of the 
ocean was suddenly turned: into roll- 
ings, \whirlings, ~ dashings, cataracts, 
and whirlpools. Darkness hovered over 
the scene se, dense that all the 
ships -were lost. to,.view.-The storm 
was«the most severe of the season. 
How’ could: anything ~ breast. the 


waves and: live.on such a high sea!’ 


Impossible, it seemed! 


The seer watched in vain for one 
glimpse of the statély. vessels that 
he. knew were there an hour before. 
The storm grew worse as it rolled 
the waves like mountains and then 
suddenly withdrew only-to let them 
dash over each other into a mass of 
seething foam. The waves rolled, the 
winds howled, the lightnings flashed, 
the thunders peéeled like a milion 


cannons let loose at once: Surely all 


those grand and proud vessels cov'd 
not stand upin such a storm: The seer 
gave them up for gone. He could 
have no hope for any of them. 


But at last the storm was over. The 
waves rocked to and fro a little while 
and the clouds cleared away, and 
the sun shone out, and there was a 
great calm. Looking out upon that 
great expanse again, eager to catch 
a glimpse of even a wreckage of 
some of the ships, the seer was able 
to see but one, and that was the one, 
upon the banner of which was printed, 
the Church of God. There she was in 
full rigging, fresh as ever, and no 
worse for the storm, but - rather 
shined brighter and floated with 
greater rapidity than when he first 
saw her. And all the others were 
gone—completely demolished and 
sunk in the sea. 


. But a vision or dream is not 
enough. We know the Church of God 
is right. Her banner is steadily float- 
ing in the breeze no matter how she 
is opposed. If such a storm is brew- 
ing that will demolish ali the other 
great organizations and _ institutions 
it may be time for us to look deeper 
into the Scriptures in search of any- 


sa hing that we can do to reenforce 


and strengthen its beams and bars, 
as well as protect it from. the on- 
slaughts of oppositions from any 
source from which they may come, 
so it will pull through the fiercest 
storms, and never flounder or found- 
er, 

Who knows but by looking a little 
deeper into the Word of God we may 
find something that we can do to add 
strength, and power as well as pres- 
tige? This is our method of proce- 
dure. This is the object of holding 
our Assemblies annually. And every 
year finds new mines opened up pro- 
ducing their glittering gold and glori- 
ous truths. We have been loudly criti- 
cised because we have made so many 
ehanges during the past sixteen 
years. But this is one of the princi- 
, ples of the great Church of God. We 
did not know it all when we started, 
so we obligated ourselves to search 
for truth and walk in the light as it 
is revealed through the Holy Ghost 
and the Holy Scriptures. I would 
have our friends and foes to know 
that we are not staked out by a teth- 
er. A tether is a rope for oonfining 
an animai within certain limits. But 
God has not said to us as He said 
to the great ocean waves, Thus far and 
no further. He has rather said to us, 
Let us go on unto perfection—there 
are greater things ahead and thou 
shalt have all the land that thy foot 
shali tread upon, launch out into the 
deep and let down your nets. 

How is it to be staked out and 
have all the grass eaten off short and 
just a few feet away there is an 
abundance of the very best clover 
pasture! Too many have eaten, up 
their pasture now and can’t go over 


the bounds that are set. That is the 
great hindrance to christendom to- 
day. The people are bound up by 
creeds and dogmas and cannot go over. 
But not so with the great Church of 
God. To set bounds would be to rob 
it of its name. In the Church of God 
is set, “apostles, prophets, evangel- 
ists, pasters amd teachers; for the 
perfecting of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying of 
the body.of Christ: till we all come 
in the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son_of God, unto a 
perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fullness og Christ: that 
we henceforth be no more children, 
tossed to and fro, and carried about 
with every wind of doctrine, by the 
sleight. of men, and-_cunning crafti- 
ness, whereby-they lie in wait to de- 
ceive; but speaking the truth in love, 
may grow up mto him in all things, 
which is the head, even Christ.” 


Where is the limit to God? Where 
is the limit to His Son? Where, then, 
can-be the limit to His Church? This 
does not imply that there is no dan- 
ger of heresy or fanaticism, but the 
land ahead isin searching for. depths 
and heights, lengths-and. breadths of 
truth and when found put it in prac- 
tice. for the advancement .of the 
great work of God. People can get 
into error, but which is the most 
dangerous error, to enthusiastically 
and zealously run into it, or sit. still 
and. not-.try to find the hidden wealth 
that is lying dormant and unused in 
the folds of His.great treasure house? 
Tchave seen.people who. were so fear- 
ful ‘of running into error that ‘they 
sat still and would not do the things 
that were right. 


Courts of Justice 


Another step forward has been 
recommended by some. It is believed 
that it would be in perfect harmony 
with Scriptural teaching and strength- 
ening to the Church in many ways to 
add two persons to the court of ap- 
peals, as. we might express it, to hear 
cases that-may properly come before 
them. At the present time the Assem- 
bly ‘has provided that any member 
who’ has ‘been’ tried “before the local 
church; and ‘he feels that he has not 
been given justice, can appeal his 
case to the overseer of the state for 
rehearing. It is not advised to change 
this order, but as a matter of strength 
just to add one of the twelve elders 
and a bishop in the state who may 
be appointed to act with the over- 
seer of state in hearing such cases. 


It is believed also that before this 
Council should be brought all appli- 
eants for the ministry for special ex- 
amination besides the common prac- 
tice of each applicant answering the 
ninety-nine questions on the exami- 
nation certificate. The final accept- 
ance to be made by the General and 
State overseers as has been our prac- 
tice for years. This is meant to be 
set as a safeguard for the ministry 
in these last days when, christendom 
is swarming with fakes and would-be 
leaders and spies. This way of doing 
the business will not hurt any of. the 
good and wise, and at the same time 
will serve as a safeguard to the min- 
istry. Appeals from the decision of this 
eourt may be taken to @. still higher 
court just as provided by the Assem- 
bly in the past, although the higher 
court may consist of three or five 
judges to assist the General Over- 
seer. 

This subject will be discussed at 
length by one or more of the speak- 
ers at a later session. The Scriptur- 
al method is what we want and here 
is a great body of people that are al- 
ways ready to bow to thus saith the 
Lord. This is what makes the Church 
og God a theocratic form of govern- 
ment. The Bible settles everything, 
and we consider the Bible God’s word 
to us. . 

There has been some slight dissat- 
isfaction in the past by some who 
have felt they were not given jus- 
tice in the settlement of cases. This 
system recommended is meant to 
make a way for perfect satisfaction 
in everything. The Church of God is 
the greatest institution in the world 
and the Bible is the greatest and 
best law book of all books, and it be- 
hooves us as the “peculiar people” of 
earth to put in practice the highest 
and best methods described on its sa- 
cred pages. The principles of govern- 
ment laid down in that Book are of 
the very highest type,.and when we 
put them into practical use we are 
certainly following God’s order—the 
highest order in the universe, for our 
great Head has ascended to heightse 
far above principality, and power, 
and might, and dominion, and every 
name that is named,not only in this 
world, but also in that which is to 
come. “For by him were all things 
created, that are in heaven, and that 
are in earth, visible and invisible, 
whether they be thrones, or domin- 
fons, or principalities, or powers: all 
things were created by him and for 








him.” I think it is great to have Him, 
the greatest personage of the universe 





and vested with authority above all, 


to be our Head, Lawgiver and King. 
The Church of God is honored above 
all institutions of earth: And we are 
not able to comprehend the honor be- 
stowed upon us as members. It is not 
80 much wonder then that we are ex- 
horted by the noble Apostle to walk 
worthy of the vocation wherein we 
are called. I tell you, it is surely time 
for us to take a review of our ex- 
alted position. We may not know the 
depths and heights of the sacred in- 
stitution known as the Church of God, 
as well as we may have thought. We 
are here to learn more of it this year. 
The meager light we have had may 
geem like dim glimmers before we 
get through the Sixteenth Gen*ral 
Assembly. 


The Seventy 


It was in the twelfth General As- 
sembly that convened at Harriman, 
Tennessee, November 1-7, 1916, that 
it was decided to select twelve men 
to constitute a cabinet to assist the 
General. Overseer in whatever busi- 
ness he might need their counsel and 
help. Not only was it decided to se- 
lect twelve, but also to add others 
to the number from time to time as 
needed until the number seventy was 
reached. This was. believed to be in 
harmony with the Scriptures, both in 
the Old and New Testaments. As far 
as could .be seen then, this would 
correspond with the practices of the 
early Church: It was understood that it 
was before such a body of elders that 
Paul stood whén he came home again 
from his extended missionary jour- 
neys. The next day after their arriv- 
al in Jerusalem Paul and Luke 


“went in***unto James;and all the 


elders were present.” It was believed | 
that there were seventy of these eld- 
ers. 

Whether this reasoning was de- 
pendable or not many of us who are 
here to-day remember how we were all 
subdued in our spirits as we felt the 
presence of the Lord so forcibly 
when the final conclusion was reached 
and_ it was said, It seems good to the} 
Holy Ghost and us. We felt that we 
were on the right road whether we 
had reached the end of it or not. And 
we surely were, for the Church has 
been - more prosperous and made great- 
er advancement since that time. The 
General Overseer_has felt great re- 
lief and much added strength in spe- 
cial counsel with these brethren, be- 
sides it seemed to give him a stand- 
ard of strength and confidence in the 
performance of his duties that had 
never before enveloped him so forci- 
bly. 

The twelve were selected in the 
manner decided upon by the Assem- 
bly and installed in their respective 
positions. They have been serving 
faithfully, with one exception, for 
about four years, but there has been 
no time yet when it was considered 
advisable to select the other fifty- 
eight or any part of them. I believe 
God has had His hand on the whole 
affair, and is still watching every 
move and guiding the ship in its voy- 
age across the sea of the last days. 
In the Council we have tried to look 
deeper into the Scriptures, and ‘held 
ourselves in readiness to have the ad- 
ditional elders selected, but there al- 
ways seemed to be something about 
it that left us feeling rather disinterest- 
ed and doubtful. We could not get a 
good understanding of what their du- 
ties should be after they were chos- 
en. And it was not until quite recent- 
ly that any degree of interest. took 
possession of us. 


I think it was in August of this 
year when meditating upon a plan to 
give the Church new life, and make 
it seem more secure for the last 
day’s voyage, that, like a flash, these 
words, “Other Seventy” rolled through 
my mind. They came with such force 
that I was startled at first. I went 
on with my business, however, and 
did not take time to stop and open 
the Scriptures or even gather any- 
thing from memory. But the words 
never left me. I knew that the “Lord 
appointed other seventy also,” and 
raised them to a rank almost equal 
with that of the twelve, and sepa- 
rate and apart from the common 
everyday disciples. I remembered 
about the seventy. that were chosen 
by Moses in the Church in the Wild- 
erness, and how Joshua, who seemed 
to be one of Moses’ special aids, be- 
came jealous for Moses, his immedi- 
ate superior, when Eldad and Medad 
began to prophesy in the camp. 

Finally, on looking deeper into the 
Scriptures, I came to the conclusion 
that instead of merely increasing the 
number of elders to seventy that it 
was nearer Scriptural to appoint oth- 
er seventy’ also. The twelve to be the 
immediate counselors to the Gener- 
al Overseer, and the twelve and 
seventy jointly, with the General over- 
seer, to compose the official 
part of the Generai Assembly. I con- 
clude this is in harmony with the 
General Assembly that held forth, 
and was the highest tribunal in the 
days of the early Church while the 
Apostles still remained. In support 
of this view we have only to turn to 
the decision of the brethren at Anti- 
och. When they were confronted with 
some questions that they were unable 
to settle they decided to go up to Je- 
rusalem: and lay the question before 
the apostles and elders for definite 
settlement. And in due time, after the 
subject was carefully discussed, 





James, the General Overseer, an- 
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nounced the decision. And this for- 
ever settled the question. 

In .connection. with . this subject 
please. .note that while the whole 
Church was.pleased with the deci- 
sion, and apparently the discussion 
was not limited to the apostles and 
elders, yet it is said that it was the 
apostles and- elders that came togeth- 
er to consider the matter, and it was 
the apostles and elders and brethren 
that sent the greetings and decrees 
to the churches in “Antioch and Sy- 
ria and Cilicia.” The above analogy 
and reasoning seems to make it clear 
that the official Assembly is com- 
posed of both the twelve and seven- 
ty, presided over by the General Ov- 
erseer, making a total of eighty-three 
vested with official authority, but not 
excluding the brethren and the whole 
Church. 

But this subject will be presented 
more extensively and elaborately by 
one of the speakers in a future ses- 
sion. 

The subject of the twelve and sev- 
enty was presented to the twelve in 
Council a few weeks ago and after 
looking at it from every angle it was 
unanimously agreed that it was wor- 
thy of presentation to the Assembly 
for their consideration. And if this 
view ‘is accepted it does not conflict 
with the action of the twelfth General 
Assembly, but only adds to it in a 
way to prove that we were then be- 
ing guided by the unseen hand of God 
into the pathway that leads to the 
final consummation. 


The more I give my attention to 
this subjéct, the more I feel its im- 
portance. I, therefore, feel constrained 
to urge that this Assembly give it 
careful, prayerful, and deliberate 
consideration. I do not want this to 
pass through simply because the Gen- 
eral Overseer recommends it, and 
the twelve. endorse it, yet their 
reconmmendation and endorsement 
should have some weight. But I ear- 
mestly appeal.to your knowledge of 
the Bible and the wisdom and com- 
mon sense God has given you for a 
just and sound consideration. and de- 
cision. Earnest prayer for God’s Ho- 
ly Spirit to guide in the matter 
should ‘not be neglected. He must 
have the pre-eminence in all of our 
deliberations and decisions. We honor 
Him as our chief executive who 
makes our decisions for us and leads 
us to them in His own good time and 
way. 

If it should finally be decided that 
this is the Scriptural standard for 
the Church of God and its General 
Assembly, then it will become your 
duty to determine the Scriptural man- 
ner of appointment of the other sev- 
enty. When the seven were chosen’ to 
take charge of the distribution of 
food when there were many thou- 
sands to be fed for a short period of 
time from a common fund, the twelve 
instructed the multitude of the disci- 
ples to look out seven men well qual- 
ified for the work, “whom we (the 
twelve). may appoint over this busi- 
ness.” While the multitudes were to 
te look out the men yet the appoint- 
ment was reserved for the twelve. In 
the case of the other seventy it is 
stated clearly that Jesus appointed 
them. And when God told Moses to 
select seventy men to assist him in 
bearing the burden of the govern- 
ment of the Church in the wilderness 
He depended upon Moses to make the 
selection, only He instructed him in 
regard to their qualifications. 

If it should be decided that the of- 
ficial appointment be made by. the 
General Overseer, then I would rec- 
ommend that the twelve or others 
present the names of men whom in 
their judgment are qualified for the 
position and from these the final ap- 
pointment be made. But this will be 
altogether for this great body of lovers 
of God and lovers of Scriptural 
methods to determine, after they give 
the subject due consideration. 


Before leaving this important sub- 
ject there is amother phase to which I 
wish to call attention. We are a body 
of people that are bent on finding the 
very best methods of doing things 
and we believe that Scriptural meth- 
ods are always the best, but in many 
things we are left at sea by the Bi- 
ble,because it does not give every- 
thing in minute detail. But in such 
places we do no violence to adopt 
methods best suited to the time, place 
and circumstances. In the selection 
of the »ther seventy and the length 
of their term of office we may not 
find a definite rule laid down in our 
law-book to follow, and ig not, it be- 
hooves us to act wisely and insti- 
tute a rule that will be the means of 
increasing prestige and power and 
not be in the least sense contrary to 
the principles of the Bible as a whole. 
The Church of God is a theocratic 
form of government, and this prin- 
ciple must be adhered to in all our 
deliberations and decisions. 


In my judgment the term of office 
for the other seventy could be two 
years, five years, seven years, ten 
years, or for life and not violate any 
laws or rules laid down in the Scrip- 
tures. And in any case provisions 
should be made for expulsion if one 
should violate his obligation, become 
disloyal, or enter into sinful practices 
outright, If the term of office should be 
two years then I would suggest that 
the first thirty-five be selected for the 
two years and the seqond thirty-five 
for only one year at the start so that 
the term of only half of them would 
expire at the same time. Likewise if 
the term should be five years then I 





would suggest that the first fourteen 
be selected for the full term of five 
years, the second fourteen for only 
four years, the third fourteen for only 
three years and so on down so that 
the last fourteen selected would 
Serve only one year. This plan would 
make it necessary to appoint four- 
teen every year, and after the first 
appointments are made the next ap- 
pointments would all be for a term of 
five years. After this System runs 
for five years there will always be 
fourteen vacancies every year and 
fourteen appointments to make. This 
system provides for the assurance of 
always having fifty-six men of ex- 
perience and yet leaves an oppor- 
tunity for the insertion of fourteen 
new men every year if desired, or the 
old ones may be reappointed. The 
same principle will serve for seven 
years, or ten years, only. for seven 
years there would be only ten to ap- 
point each year, and if ten years is a 
term there would be only seven to 
appoint each year. Provisions should 
also be made for filling vacancies in 
case of death. 


But these are merely suggestions 
in order to get the subject before the 
Assembly. I know that God wil help 
us in reaching conclusions. We are 
steadily moving forward, scaling new 
heights and exploring deeper depths. 


‘We are constantly penetrating deep- 


er into the veins of rich deposits of 
the precious Word of God. We want 
to know everything about it that 
should be known in our dispensation. 
And no sooner do we learn it than 
we want to put it in practice. The 
very day I was convinced of feet 
washing I called a meeting in the ev- 
ening and we washed feet. And the 
very day I was convinced I should be 
baptized in water I pulled off down 
to the river and was buried beneath 
the waves, although the water was 
chilled by a cold northwestern gale 
in the state of Maine not far from 
the Canada line. The Church of God 
stands for a speedy practice of ev- 
erything in that sacred Book as fast 
as it is learned. 


Anchored 


‘ 


Since we are living in the last 
days when every weapon available 
to the enensy will be aimed at the 
Church of God, it is necessary for us 
to see that every Scriptural protec- 
tion is thrown around it for protec- 
tion. We have been carefully and 
prayerfully wending our way along 
through the shades of the early dawn, 
and it is marvelous to some of us as 
the day breaks to find we have not 
missed the mark so far after all. But 
every year we take special pains to 
go over every department and see if 
there is any way to strengthen any 
part of the great ship—the Church of 
God. 


A basket may be a basket, but stays 
can be added to make the basket 
stronger. A ‘house may be a house 
but braces and stays may be added to 
make it more secure against storms. 
In some places there are no severe 
storms and a house does not need so 
much bracing. But where these terri- 
ble cyclones sweep the country one 
does not feel secure in a little plank 
house with no braces in it. The time 
has been when the plank house ex- 
perience was alright, but now it is 
necessary to have the very best tim- 
bers in place and be anchored in a 
manner that all the winds from the 
depths of hell turned loose on the 
building will never cause it to shake 
or rock about. The anchorage must 
be of the very best and strongest ma- 
terial, and the anchors’ themselves 
made both sure and steadfast. 


This subject will be given more 
extensive consideration by one of the 
speakers who will probably disclose 
some of the fastenings needed to 
make the great ship so secure that 
hell’s fiercest storms beating against 
it will be nothing more than the gen- 
tle breezes of mid-summer time. In- 
stead of shattering and breaking with 
their furious blasis, they will only be 
refreshing and buoyant in their effect. 
And such is the Church of God 
against which the gates of hell shall 
not prevail. With its full constitution 
or system of fundamental laws prop- 
erly displayed it will consider the 
fiercest onslaughts of the enemy noth- 
ing more than play things and will 
playfully laugh at the hottest, hard- 
est, fiercest belchings from the depths 
of hell with the millions of demons 
sending forth their fiery darts and 
most furious explosives. I fancy I 
hear her say, as a strong charge is 
made against her, “Ha, ha, ha, come 
again if you want bo, it is only play for 
me. No weapon that is formed against 
me shall prosper, and these thrusts 
by your satanic hosts only brighten 
me up so I will shine more brilliant- 
ly.” Then I can imagine the fulfill- 
ment of Isafah’s prophecy as he sang, 
“Thy watchman shall lift up the voice, 
with the voice together shall they 
sing; for they shall see eye to eye, 
when the Lord shall bring again Zion. 
Break forth into joy, sing together, 
ye waste places of Jerusalem: for the 
Lord has comforted his people, he 
hath redeemed Jerusalem. The Lord 
has made bare his holy arm in the 
eyes of all the nations; and all the 
ends of the earth shall see the salva- 
tion of our God.” 


The Financial System 


It would liardly seem) like an As- 
sembly not to have something to say 


fore the law as well, and during the 
sbort period when Jesus was with His 
disciples, and it was carried on over 
into the first days of the outpouring 
of the Holy Ghost, and ran on down 
through Paul’s day, and has never 
had an end yet. And I do not know of 
a time that there will not need 0 be 


some medium for the exchange of 
values. 


One year ago something occurred 
right here on this floor that was 
such a surprise to me that I was al- 
most dazed as the object sped by so 
Swiftly. The sentiment for the change 
of the system was. much stronger 
than I believed it.to be, and when 
the time came for the decision it was 
snapped off like a photographer's 
camera, Some unseen power seemed to 
press the bulb and it was all over in 
a few moments. I do not think I was 
responsible for it because I did not 
expect it to go as it did. But when it 
was gone I could do nothing but 
stand and look at it. But with all 
this I would not dare say it did not 
take the right turn. I’d be afraid to 
Say anything against it. And I would 
feel like walking very softly and 
carefully to even offer any amend- 
ment to what was done in those hours 
when the whole Assembly was under 
the open and God’s presence was ov- 
er us in such a measure that nothing 


more could have been done than was 
done. 


Reflecting back to what led to the 
decision brings a peculiar sacredness 
over the subject. And I feel I must 
touch very softly lest I be found 
treading on something that might 
displease the Lord. What I say on 
this subject must be carefully guard- 
ed. I am going to be very careful 
what I say about anything that has 
God’s approval upon it as was dem- 
onstrated in making the change in the 


,| financial system; in the Assembly a 


year ago. After I saw how it went I 
almost regretted that F did’ hot beld- 
ly recommend it as it was finally ac- 
cepted. Some may have thought I rec- 
ommended it, but I did ‘not.’ I only 
referred to it as beimg favored by 
many. Here are’ niy ‘words if intro- 
ducing the subject: ' i : 

“It is not my purpose to speak from 
@ personal point of view at this time. 
I am only to speak now of a Senti- 
ment among our people, and it may 
be stronger than some of us realize, 
That sentiment isin favor of a gener-

all the tithes are to be placed, with 
seven men to regulate and make, or 
order, the distribution among the 
ministers according to their needs 
and the efficiency of their work, and 
the responsibility of the position in 
which they serve.” 


I had added only a few more words 
when there were some messages giv- 
en in tongues and the interpretations 
followed which were convincing to 
those present that we were on the 
right road. When the system was 
adopted unanimously it was also “de- 
cided that the a ar 
the elders work ou e plan,” or in 
other words, the Assembly selected 
the General Overseer and elders to 
take hold of the business and organ- 
ize the system and put it into prac- 
tice. And this seemed to please the 
Holy Ghost and the whole Assembly. 


In council afterwards the elders 
did not feel like taking the responsi- 
bility of selecting seven men to 
do the business since the Assembly 
authorized the General Overseer and 
twelve elders to take it in hand. And 
it could hardly be said that the seven 
in the early church who had charge 
of feeding the multitude could be 
taken as an example for handling the 
tithes.

Stephen went 
to heaven to see Jesus,, Philip went 
to preaching and was known as an 
evangelist, and none were appointed 
to fill the vacancies. The fact is, that 
office was discontinued. And they 
never handled any tithes at all. 


Without going over the business in 
detail suffice it to say that the present 
system has been practiced for only 
ten months. During these months 
there has been some slight dissatis- . 
faction. But where is the government 
that has launched a new and untried 
system that did not have in it spme 
who were dissatisfied? And how can 
any one expect as great a system as 
this one to break right in and run 
smoothly every month for the first ten 
months? It may be that some of the 
dissatisfled ones could: have Managed 
the business better, and may be they 
could not. Those who have it in 
charge were inexperienced, and“ait be- 
ing the first, there was no one who 
had had experience © whom they © 
could apply for help, so who knows | 
, if any others could have done*better? ©
